Groundwork  for  future  cam- 
pus United  Nations  study  groups 
was  laid  Thursday  night  when 
a lively  mock  UN  session  de- 
feated a motion  to  admit  Red 
China  to  the  assembly  voted 
to  unify  Germany,  and  heard  a 
report  on  the  Hungarian  revol- 
ution. 

The  German  unification  pro- 
posal was  amended  to  privide 
free  elections  in  Germany,  sup- 
ervised by  a neutral  nation,  to 
establish  a government.  The  am- 
endment also  stated  that  foriegn 
troops  leave  Germany  within 
three  months  after  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  new  government. 
Only  three  of  the  items  on  the 
agenda  were  dscussed. 

Acting  chairman  was  Alice 
Schindler,  a political  science  ma- 
jor, who  accepted  the  chair  in 
place  of  Dr.  Stewart  L.  Grow. 
Dr.  Grow  was  unable  to  attend 
because  of  previous  committ- 
ments. Jesse  T.  Reeder  was  the 
sole  faculty  representative  of 
the  Political  Science  Depart- 
ment in  attendance. 

Although  the  audience  was 
small  and  the  session  lacked 
complete  organization,  the  dele- 
gates presented  a spirited  exhi- 
bition. Keith  Rooker,  represent- 
ing the  USSR  and  Craig  Christ- 
ensen, representing  the  United 
Kingdoms  enacted  technical 
manuvering. 

A highpoint  of  the  eveining 
was  the  report  on  the  Hungar- 
ian revolt  by  Peter  Polgar,  a 
student  from  Hungary.

It’s  been  13  years  since  World  War  II  ended,  the  battle- 
fronts  long  since  covered  with  memories,  and  heroes  long  since 
forgotten.  When  the  battles  are  finished  and  the  weary  fighters 
started  comin  ghome,  Americans  forgot  the  cries  of  the  wound- 
ed for  blood.  The  precious  red  life  stream  replaced  the  crimson 
patches  spilled  in  the  holocaust  of  battle,  but  when  the  war 
ended  so  apparently  did  the  desire  of  home-front  heroes  to  give 
blood.  After  all,  what  was  the  need  to  give  it? 

Unfortunately,  the  need  for  blood  didn't  stop  then,  and 
there  probably  never  will  be  a time  when  it  is  not  needed.  One 
of  America's  bloodiest  battlefields  will  remain  the  home  front, 
taking  its  toll  of  dead,  leaving  only  the  hope  of  patching  up  the 
injured.  That  hope  is  blood. 

American  servicemen  brought  home  many  tales  about 
American  Red  Cross — some  true,  others  not.  As  long  as  humans 
are  responsible  for  doing  things,  there  will  always  be  shortcom- 
ings, and  somehow  war  has  a way  of  overplaying  shortcomings. 
But  tall  tales  live  on  and  people  become  influenced  by  them, 
even  to  disregarding  the  overwhelming  good  hidden  by  a facade 
of  individual  ignorance. 

American  Red  Cross  will  be  on  campus  Tuesday  to  Thurs- 
day conducting  a blood  drive.  Appointments  are  now  being 
made  for  donations  from  11  a.m.  to  5 p.m.  in  Eyring  Science 
Center  basement,  and  cards  for  drawing  blood  in  personal  emer- 
gency are  also  available  at  registration. 

America  fought  and  won  two  recent  wars,  not  with  talk, 
but  with  action.  It  took  blood  to  do  it.  With  such  a proud  heri- 
tage behind  us,  it  would  be  a sin  if  any  blood  drive  fell  short 
now— war  or  no  war— on  the  basis  of  old  wive’s  tales.  Consider 
the  cause.
